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GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS Tb mdSTEES, TEACHERS AND INSPECTORS. 



(1) The Teacher shall, without extra remuneration, aid the Trustees in furnishing the informa- 
tion required in this Register. 

/ 

(2) The aggregate attendance for each month in the first half-year must be carried forward and 
entered in its propei; place in the Summary of Attendance. The aggregate for the first half-year 
should be entered on the perforated half-sheet at the end of the Register, then detached and forwarded 
promptly to the Inspector, while that for the second half-year will be forwarded with the Annual 
Report to the Inspector not later than 31st December. 

(3) As the number of teaching days varies each half-year, the Inspector will divide the aggre- 
gate attendance by the number of legal teaching days, and thus determine the average attendance. 

(4) In apportioning the government grant, all children attending rural schools will in future be 
considered residents of the school they attend. The Inspector will see that the attendance is properly 
added up. Children attending school in an adjoining City, Town or Incorporated Village, shall have 
their attendance credited to the rural school to which they belong. 

\ ■ , 

(5) The Trustees must transmit the annual report (pages 29 and 30) to the Inspector by the 31st 
December, signed by a majority of the Trustees and Teachers, and attested by the Corporate Seal. 

(G) The Inspector is required by law to make an apportionment of the School Fund to all the 
Public Schools under his jurisdiction, whether entitled to it or not ; but he cannot lawfully pay any 
portion of the Fund to a Section whose Trustees and Teacher have not compiled with the requirements 
of the law. 

(7) Cheques for School Moneys due a Section are payable to the order of the Trustees of the 
School Section. 

(8) Schools using unauthorized text books cannot be paid any part of the Legislative School 

Grant. ' • 



(9) The Minutes of the Annual Meeting should be forwarded to the Inspector on or before 31st 
December. 



(10) In the case of R. C. Separate Schools, the Education Department supplies forms for the 
yearly and half-yearly returns.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 



Every Public and High School shall be opened and closed with the reading of the Scriptures 
and the Lords Prayer, or the prayer authorized by the Department of Education. 

The Scriptures shall be read daily and systematically ; the portions used may be taken from the 
book of selections adopted by the Department for that purpose, or from the Bible, as the Trustees, hy 
resolution, may direct. Trustees may also order the reading of the Bible, or the authorized Scripture 
Selections, b}' both pupils and teachers at the opening and closing of the school, and the repeating of 
the Ten Commandments at least once a week. The Teacher may require the pupils to commit to 
memory appropriate verses from the Scripture lessons.
